Also, may I be informed if the 1931 currency has 
been distributed as yet, and how may these new coins be obtain- 
ed. It seems that we do not see them for many months after 
they are supposed to be in circulation. 


I have recently purchased a few large US coppers 
from Mr. Henry Chapman, nice specimens from 1794 up to 1814.
